nothing. More likely, we see if those testing for 13 wpm want to try 20 
first. Gets the jitters out of the way, as well.

I wasn't going to post this since the trip didn't turn out as planned but 
a few folks have emailed to ask, and I did work 4 stations during my 
backpacking/QRP trip on the New Jersey Appalachian Trail, so here goes:

Walt, per the rules of the ARCO Spring QSO Party this coming weekend (rules: 
at http: //www.qrparci.org/spring99.html on the ARCI website), I don't see 
anything to restrict you from operating part-time on a mountaintop and 
othertimes from the QTH station. Multipliers are not stated for portable 
operation, so there's nothing holding you back ... go for it! Nothing like 
working from a great location like this. 


As for a good logging program, you should check out the "K2 Logger" from 
Bruce Milne, WB2QAP. This is available for the the free download at the 
N4BP website, or from the Jersey QRP website 

(http: //www.njqrp.org/k2_logger/k2_logge.html ). This latest version of 
Bruce's program is designed to run on Windows 95/98. It was written using 
Visual Basic 5, and will run as-is on Windows 98. Windows 95 users may need 
to download a Visual Basic 5 runtime engine (vbrtsp3a.exe) or the like from 
one of the shareware sites (www.shareware.com, etc.). 


The program requires that you run your screen resolution at 800 X 600, and 
it uses the Elecraft K2 transceiver as a graphic interface (a really cool 
touch, BTW, and you don't need a K2 to use it ;-). Due to the number of 
controls on the K2, 800 x 600 resolution was the best choice to show off the 
rig. Use of any other resolution will result in a very scrambled screen. 


The program will check for dupes, print out your log, and even print out a 
summary sheet in ARCI format (a new feature). You simply enter the date 
(callsign, rst, spc, etc.) and the program does the rest. The time and date 
are filled in automatically, however, you must set the time and date when 
you start the program. A file called Qrpdata.dat is created to store your 
data. A secondary file called Arcifile.dat is also created, and can be used 
as output to a word processor, etc. (Another new feature). 


I'm looking forward to the ARCI contest this weekend. What with my 
operating time somewhat restricted to the NJ home QTH on the weekends (while 
working in Baltimore during the weeks), it makes it even more exciting to 
look forward to! 


I'll look for you on the mountaintop!

Ed and All, An easy way to keep the Black Widow 

or the South Bend fishing poles from nesting (store itself) 

is to use a 5 ft. piece of pvc pipe, either 1 1/2" or 2", which 
has a ground spike in the ground end, and the top upright 

end has been slit to accept the fishing pole and a hose 


clamp for securing the pole. 


Not only does this get you more elevation but the mast 
guys should be attached to the pvc pipe or the first 
base section of the pole. This will keep the guying-down 
pressure off of the pole and if you are using computer 
ribbon wire or #20 awg magnet wire, the little mast 
doesn't even know its under a strain. The pole will 
whip a little in the wind but so far (knock on wood) the 
antenna wires have not been broken. 


This has worked for me many times using the St. Louis 

Loop, St. Louis Vertical, and the St. Louis Doublet. 

Also if you design the 5 £t pvc pipe to allow you to store 
the entire fishing pole in it when in transport, then it is 
still a compact mast, but with a little added weight.

After trying a LOT of possible choices for spreaders I've found that a 
LOT of work can be conserved and Hi performance achieved by using 90 or 
95 mil weedwacker nylon. I brought a chunk of homely H.B. ladderline to 
ATLANTICON, and along with it a few years of experience. The "12 - STEP 
PROGRAM" works, and is attached below for your edification. 


buy #16 or #48 THHN or whatever at Home Depot. @ $16/500ft roll. 
buy 50'roll of 90mil weed wacker nylon @ $9/roll. (I think) 

Enjoy TV, libation, snacks while cutting nylon to 4" lengths. 

Enjoy same while bending ends of nylon around hot solder tip. (sm) 
make 2 or 3 five foot wood stakes w/small "T" at top, notches @ 3". 
Pound the stakes into the ground, about 30' apart. 

Unwind the spool of wire, double it, and stretch it thru the stakes

For many years, until the 1980s, the 160M band was shared world wide with 
LORAN A, a radio navigation system that broadcast megawatt timing pulses that 
could be used by aircraft and ships to dertermine their location. Amateur 
radio occupied the band as a secondary service, and in many areas of the 
world, operation was not allowed, or only very low powers were authorized. 
(Zero watts is qrp indeed!) It was an uneven contest and the LORAN stations 
usually won, although many hearty souls still operated some on 160. Add to 
this considerable problem the difficulty of erecting a useful 160 meter 
antenna, the almost constant atmospheric noise, and the often poor 
propagation, as well as the added expense of including the very large coils 
and capacitors necessary to get on that band, and many hams didn't think 
there was much use in having a 160 meter band on their radio, so during the 
LORAN era, many manufacturers left it off their rigs. Radios made and sold 
during the 50s, 60s, and 70s, often came with five bands, 80 through some 
portion of 10 meters. Even famous radios like the Collins 'S-line' and 
Hallicrafters made no provision for 160 meters. 

When the LORAN stations went off the air, and the transmit restrictions 
were lifted, manufacturers began to put ‘top band' back on their rigs. So 
even though 160 is actually the oldest band, there was a broad period of time 
when it virtually didn't exist. You are right, of course, its return had 
nothing to do with any recent WARC. To some of us the Kenwood TS-180 is not 
an especially "old' radio!

For Peter and those others interested in antennas: 


The Gap Titan is intended to cover all bands above 40 M with 2:1 swr at ends 
of the coverage, and very low swr in each band. No adjustment is needed for 
most installations, save the 30 ft. wire counterpoise. 


there is an adjustment for the counterpoise wire length to move your best swr 
point on 40M around. Of course, as stated in the instructions, a capacitor on 
the end of the coax stub inside the mast sets the 100 kHz segment of coverage 
for 80 or 75 M, and you have to have the cap for the section of band of 
interest. 


The outside the vertical dipole mast, linear decouplers are lengths of open 
line, forming stubs on the outside of the mast, using the mast as one side, 
and the rods as the other for the higher than 40M bands. One of these has a 
screw and telescoping section allowing fine tuning. I think someone on the 
list some years back mentioned what band this adjustment was for, and it was 
either 30M or 15M I think. Check Gap Titan in the archives of QRP-L. Check 
the total length of the rod that adjustable piece is on, and see on which band 
it is closest to quarter wave. (I think it is possible that some rods affect 
two bands, ie 12 and 10M are probably one rod.) 


One could fashion a new piece of aluminum tubing to slip onto any rod end, to 
lengthen it thus lowering or raising frequency, while observing the effect on 
SWR. Try it on each rod in turn, until you get an effect on 15M where you 
want lower resonance. That should define the rod you need to adjust. The 
effect you get on the SWR vs. frequency, might indicate that a lengthened rod 
raises the resonance, but that is OK, you will have some effect and be able to 
determine which way to go for your desired result. 


Another point is that I believe the antenna was said to be 3 meters off 
ground, close to a resonant quarter wave on 15M, and thus, try changing the 
antenna height by using more base pole, or less to possibly affect 15M 
results. Mine is about 2M off earth, and works over all of 15M very 
satisfactorily, but then I do not mind 2:1 swr, as its effect on DX is 
negligible! 


Finally, although I never checked this, as 40M is 1/3 of 15 M, perhaps the 
changing of the 40M counterpoise interacts with the 15M resonance as well? It 
might be worth an experiment to see if some compromise setting of the 40M wire 
will help your 15m resonant point. 


Most of the Gap Titans I have seen or heard on the air work very well indeed 
without any adjustment except the 40M wire and the choosing of an 80M 
capacitor at time of set up. I hope the ideas I have listed would help anyone 
with this type of linear decoupled antenna. Remember it is an asymmetric 
vertical dipole. That is, one end is shorter than the other to take into 
account the earth effect on that end closest to earth, but other wise it is 
just a dipole whose band of resonance is changed by stubs parallel to it.
